The Generall inſtantly gave ()rder to fic all tings for a Storm, the 
Mines being finiſhed : Bu: without any Order to fali on, our Soul- 
diers were in an inſtant both over ihe Caſtle walls 2nd works; they 
within rok down their bloody Colours, cryed for Quarter, aad 
ſent a Drum out, and an endeavour was uſed, they had Quarter ; 
but it was happy for them ;-There. was ſuch plenty of Riches and 
Plunder within, which took up and buſied the Souldier :- Other- 
wiie, it wou'd have been difficult to have got them, Quarter, At 
our firſt entrance, ſome of them were ſliin, but none afterwards ; 
thoughit were to be wiſhed, the Souldier had that in gow 7

which they took in Plunder ; yer five ſhilllngs gotten in way of 
Spoil from an Enemy, gives chem more coatent, chen tweary (hil- 
tings in a way of reward in an vey manner ; beſides, being not 
rewarded(ten ſhillings a man)according to promiſe, when Bridge- 
water was ſtormed,made them now more zealous to be their own 


Carvers. There was nota man but got Plunder, ſome two and | 


three times over, as ſoon as they had been at home, came back a. 
ain, and returned loaded with booty in my prefence. My greateſt 
care was to preſerve Writings, but was glad to take the Souldiers 
leavings, and miſſed things there preſent, of great concernment; 
yet ſome was got, of the proceedings in Speiz, when the Earl of 
Briſtol was there with the Prince : The Generall intends to ſtay 
here bur one day to ſettle their Peace,& then to move with the Ar- 
w + as it may be in his Judgementand the opinion of the Councell 
of War moſt for the Publique Service: I believe we ſhull go where 
we are not expeted : The Army is Muſtered, and moſt of it paid, 
and I hope will give a good Accompt of what ever Service they 
undertake : This buſinefſe of Sherbors having tryed the skill and 
Reſolution of the Souldier, more then in any things hath yer fallen 
out; and indeed, the Comptroller of the Ordnance, hath been a 
diligent and ative man in managing the approaches, Bridges, 
Mines and Galleries. Once again, let me deſire youto expidite 
all things fitting for Sieges, wich all the ſpeed thar may be; a day 
loft in it, is of infinite diſ-Service ; abeve all, ſend Morter-pecces 
and Granado ſhels fit for them: They are at Y/arwi-k,but ſent for,
